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Belli To Speak Today 
On Poor Before Law 


Attorney Melvin M. Beili will 
speak on “The Poor Before the Law” 
today in the Men's Gym at 4 p.m 
His appearance is a rescheduling of 
a lecture previously canceled be- 
cause of a legal obligation 

Belli is principally a trial lawyer, 
both civil and criminal. He has been 
counsel in cases tried in England, 
Japan, Italy, and the Scandinavian 
countries as well as throughout the 
United States. His clients have in- 
cluded such Hollywood stars as 
Errol Flynn and Tony Curtis as well 
4s labor unions, corporations and 
the Anti-Digit Dialing League 

Belli recently came into national 
prominance during the trial of Lee 
Harvey Oswald's killer, Jack Ruby 
At that time, as Ruby's Defense 
Attorney, he based his legal argu- 
ment upon the belief that Ruby was 
imsane at the time. He produced a 
clutch of top psychologists and 
psychiatrists from around the coun- 
try to testify to the effect that some- 
thing was emotionally wrong with 
the defendent. 

After the trial Belli called the pro- 
cedings the “biggest kangaroo-court 
disgrace in the history of American 
law.” Shortly afterwards he accused 
Judge Joe Brown of making “some 
30 errors,” maintained that the jury 
had been “jammed down our throats.” 

Belli has written numerous articles 
including: Modern Trials, Modern 
Damages, Ready for the Plantiff, 
Trial and Tort Trends, The Ade- 
quate Award, and Medical Mal- 
practice. He has co-authored many 

other books and articles and has 
originated a talking law book on 
phonograph records as well as con- 
ducting a daily syndicated column in 
the San Francisco Chronicle entitled 
“So That's the Law.” Currently, 
his writings in preparation include 
Modern Appeals, The King of Torts, 
a biography; and Trial by Fury 
Black Date in Dallas 

In 1933, upon graduation from law 
school, Belli assumed the role of an 
“indigent,” working for the Federal

Red System

The leaders of the Soviet Union 
are faced by a dissatisfied majority, 
said George Tomakakoff, professor 
of history, addressing Thursday's 
Convocation on the “Soviet Di- 
lemma in the Sixties.” 

“I do not mean that a revolution, 
like the one in 1917, is forthcoming, 
but even reforms are inseparably 
associated with revolution,” Toma- 
kaoff said. “Whether the Soviet 
rulers of today like it or not, they 
will have to compromise with liberal- 
ism. Any enlargement of freedom 
must curtail the role of the Bolshevik 
Party.” 

“Today, ‘prosperity’ and ‘peace’ 
are the most frequently used words 
in the Soviet press,” stated Toma- 
kakoff, who earned his Ph.D in 
Russian History at the University 
of London. 

“The Soviet leadership is only too 
well aware that, if it does not satisfy 
the people with basic necessities, 
serious trouble will arise. As people 
become better fed and more prosper- 
ous, they will turn to spiritual de- 
mands. They will exact the right to 
form their own opinions and even- 
tually force the authorities to com- 
ply with their demands.” 

The question for the outside world 
still remains: “Will the improved 
standards of living force the Kremlin 
lead<;, *o modify their policy?” 
questionec Tomakakoff, who was 
born in Ctina of Russian parents. 

Tomakak: ff believes that the spirit 
of inquiry ationg the Russian people 
will increase and dissatisfaction 
can arise ( #on within a totalitarian 
state. “Te demand for human dig- 
nity #*4 individual judgement is 
&.2:y rooted in the Russian peoples’ 
experiences of the revolution, stalini- 

“The only element which main- 
tains the prestige of the Soviet leader- 
ship is their success in the space 
race. But in spite of these triumphs, 
the country is short of bread and 
butter. The critical issues are cen- 
tered around the ability to respond 
and adjust to economic, social and 
political change." 

Prradoxically, Tomakakoff noted, 
“American and Soviet leaders each 
believe that if their nations are able 
to endure the next two decades and 
solve their social ills without great 
upheavals, victory in the Cold War 
will be assured them without resort- 
ing to nuclear war.” 

The United States in the Satter 
part of the sixties will be dealing 
with a Soviet system which is ex- 
panding in economic, scientific and 
military strength. The Soviet system 
will be having difficulties in preserv- 
ing political stability and adequate 
measure of ideological uniformity. 
Social and economic stability, not 
military superiority, will determine 
the outcome of the strubble between 
the two giant world powers, Toma- 
kakoff concluded.

Chamber Music 
Highlights Show 


International music sorority Mu 
Phi Epsilon will present a Chamber 
Ensemble Concert Friday, May 14 
at 8:15 p.m. in the Little Theatre. 

This concert originally sched- 
uled for May 2, is one of many 
concerts to be presented in the 
May Music Festival. The program 
consists of three works: Aus der 
Tiefe (Cantata No. 131) by Bach, 
Octet in EB major by Beethoven, 

d Six Love Songs by Brahms. 

No. 131, “Aus der Tiefe,” by 
Bach, is among the earlier cantatas. 
Composed in 1707 when Bach was 
at Muhthausen, it is a setting of 
Psalm 130. There are five move- 
ments. Three use the chorus, one 
a bass soloist, one a tenor soloist. 
In both solos, Bach inserted above 
the solo line the melody for an 
old hymn tune. 

The 18th century wind band, 
consisting of two oboes, two clar- 
inets, two horns, and two bassoons, 
was employed by many princes 
and noblemen for their “table 
music.” This combination of in- 
struments was widely written for 
by composers of the period, in- 
cluding Haydn and Mozart. Beet- 
hoven followed their example by 
writing the octet. This complete 
four-movement work was written 
about 1792 or 1793. The style of 
the work is quite advanced; the 
third movement is actually a Scherzo. 

Johannes Brahms wrote his 
first set of “Love-Song Waltzes” 
in 1869. For texts he drew upon 
Poland, and Hungary. In writing 
a characteristically instrumental 
form with the vocal form, Brahms 
achieved something new and re- 
freshing. The cycle proved so 
popular that Brahms followed it 
five years later with a set of “New 
Love-Song Waltzes.”

Alas, lightning struck the Hornet 
yacht for the fifth time in six years, 
as the Wolfpack from Nevada tor- 
pedoed SSC's dreamboat which 
carried hopes for a second conse- 
cutive track championship in the 
FWC.
